WEYMOUTH has basked 
in a bumper holiday season 
which has given the town 
its best summer for years. 

Town centre and seafront 
businesses reported soar¬ 
ing profits while hoteliers 
and guesthouse owners 
said bookings had been 
good. 

Daran Deadman of the 
seafront Boat Cafe Bar 
said: “We are definitely 20 
percent up and you’ve got 
to say it has been down to 
the weather, the best sum¬ 
mer we have had for years 
and the first proper sum¬ 
mer weather for a while 
where July and August are 
hot. 

“We have been busy and 
it has been just the sort of 
summer season that any 
tourist outlet would wel¬ 
come, a real bumper sum¬ 
mer season. 

“When it’s hot Wey¬ 
mouth is the place that’s 
top of most people’s list to 
come to for a summer hol¬ 
iday in this country. 

“If you’ve got sun, sand 
and sea you can’t beat it 
and the tourists love it.” 

Weymouth Hoteliers, 
Guesthouses and Lease¬ 
holders’ Association chair¬ 
man Dave Price said: 
“June wasn’t great because 
everybody was watching 
the World Cup, but July 
and August have been 
good because of the 
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weather. 

“Bookings have gener¬ 
ally been good among our 
members and it just goes to 
show you can’t beat this 
part of the country for a 
holiday.” 

Butcher Dennis Spurr of 
the Fantastic Sausage Fac¬ 
tory has done a roaring 
trade as people got their 
barbecues out and he said: 
“I would tell you it’s been 
a bumper summer....but 
I’m too busy to stop! 

“Business has been in¬ 
credible and it is all to do 
with the weather because 
we have had the best sun¬ 
shine summer for a long 
time. 

“The Olympics were a 
disaster, 2013 was better 
but 2014 has been one of 
our best years since we 
came here in 1998. 

“We were up 20 percent 
in 2013 and this year we 
are up 20 percent on that, 
so you can’t complain.” 

Weymouth and Portland 
tourism spokesman Coun¬ 
cillor Rachel Rogers said: 
“It has been great that the 
weather has been so fantas¬ 
tic for most of the school 
holiday period and that we 
have been able to welcome 
a wide variety of visitors 
during the summer period. 

“I hope that their experi¬ 


ences here will encourage 
them to come back to Wey¬ 
mouth later this year or in 
summer 2015. 

“Outdoor attractions did 
really well because of the 
sunshine with areas such as 
Lodmoor and the beach 
having an excellent season.

AT the age of just 21, Lyme Regis musician Ben 
Kapur will be thrust into the spotlight this Satur¬ 
day (September 6th) when he drives the house 
band alongside Deep Purple legend Ian Gillan, as 
they lead thousands of amateur guitarists gath¬ 
ered for the record-breaking event Guitars On 
The Beach, with hopes of forming Britain's 
biggest ever band. 

We caught up wth Ben, a former Woodroffe 
School pupil, during a break in his rehearsals. 


# YOU'RE the lead guitarist of the Guitars On The 
Beach House Band, which means you'll be leading 
thousands of guitarists. How do you cope with the 
pressure? 

The pressure is not too bad for me, it's more excitement 
than pressure because I enjoy it so much. Being the lead 
guitarist of GOTB is one of the best things I've ever been 
able to do in my musical career - plus I'm playing with 
remarkable musicians in the house band and that's a 
huge buzz, especially duelling guitars with a fantastic 
player like Olli Dixon. 

# YOU are one of the founders of GOTB. What were 
your highlights of last year's event? 

One of my favourite things of last year was getting the 
opportunity to play with Billy Geraghty, Robbie McIn¬ 
tosh and Andy Scott, three extremely talented musi¬ 
cians who have taught me so much by giving me the 
opportunity to play with them. 

# WHAT will GOTB be like this year? 

GOTB is going to be so much bigger, better and more 
incredible this year, because of the enthusiasm we all 
have and the fact that more than 3,500 people of all 
ages have signed up for it. There's a lot of local Lyme tal¬ 
ent performing throughout the day; we've got musi¬ 
cians from B Sharp, we've got Lyme's great statesman 
of guitar, Marshall Stapleton, and very good bands like 
Delta Tango 7, Glasshouse, Stairlift To Heaven and the 
amazing Papa Le Gal. Everyone has been rehearsing 
hard to make this better than last year, to attract more 
visitors, as that it good for Lyme, and to have a great 
time. 

# HOW long have you been playing the guitar and 
was it your first instrument? 

I've been playing the guitar since I was 11 -years-old, so 
that's 10 years now. I'm completely self-taught, and I 
eat, sleep and breath it. However, my first instrument 
was the saxophone, which I started to learn at the age 
of six. 

# YOUR own band 1 /2 Jack will also be performing 
on the day. What does GOTB mean for local bands? 

Well, if I wasn't on the bill to be on that stage on the day, 
I'd be nagging organiser Geoff Baker to get my band on 
the gig. We've got about 20 acts performing and it's a 
fantastic opportunity for all of us to get on a big stage 
and perform in front of such a big crowd. It's great ex¬ 
perience and it teaches you a lot about stagecraft and 
showmanship. 



• ONE of the record-bid songs is Deep Purple's 
'Smoke On The Water' and you will be Ian Gillan's 
lead guitarist for that song too. What is that going 
to feel ilke? 

Well, what can I say...wow! It's going to feel amazing! 
It's a fabulous opportunity to get to play alongside the 
actual singer of Deep Purple. I met Ian for the first time 
recently to discuss the show, and I was rather nervous 
because he's a rock and roll legend, but he's such a nice 
bloke; calm, friendly, reassuring, he put me completely 
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at ease. Now I can’t wait to play on ’Smoke’ alongside 
him. I’m practicing all the time so that I can do my best 
and do him proud. All of us in the house band feel the 
same, we’re honoured that he is leading GOTB. It’s an 
honour too for the town, I know he lives nearby but I 
believe this is the first time he’s performed here. 

# CAN novice guitarists join in at GOTB or is it only 
for you seasoned players? 

Anybody can join in. That’s the whole point about 
GOTB, it’s for all ages and all abilities. You don’t even 
have to be a guitarist, you just need to learn a few notes 
and we’re going to have guitarists from B Sharp giving 
last-minute lessons on the sand before the record at¬ 
tempts. They are going to have a tutorial tent to give a 
crash course in learning the chords, so bring a guitar 
and come on down. GOTB is an entirely new way of pre¬ 
senting live music - you don’t just go along to watch 
and listen, you go to join in and play along. It’s interac¬ 
tive concert-going and I think this is going to catch on 
and become a new thing in music, Lyme has started 
something completely different which is going to grow. 

# WHERE do you hope to be in five years time and 
where will GOTB be then? 

I hope to be a successful musician, everybody has a 
dream and that has always been mine, and so any op¬ 
portunity that comes along like this, I grab it. GOTB is a 
great innovation, this idea of the audience taking part 
in a concert is a very smart one and all of us organising 
it have even bigger plans for its future. In five years time 
we are going to have to ship in a million tons of more 
sand to Lyme because we are going to need a bigger 
beach!

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New recycling bins wing 
their way to households 


NEW containers for the Recycle for Dorset collection 
service are due to be delivered to households in Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland this week. 

The Dorset Waste Partnership (DWP) is delivering 
containers and information packs to 50,000 households 
in the borough and parts of West Dorset ready for the 
service to start the week beginning October 13th. 

The Recycle for Dorset collection is replacing 12 dif¬ 
ferent collection schemes across the county. 

By working together, councils aim to drive down 
costs by £2million a year, reduce the amount of waste 
sent to landfill and increase Dorset’s recycling rate 
from 50 per cent to more than 68 per cent by 2019. 

Residents are asked not to use their new bins until 
after the last collection of their current service. 

The DWP is also giving residents the following ad¬ 
vice:

• You do not need to be at home when your bins ar¬ 
rive 

• All your containers will be delivered on the same 
day but may arrive at different times 

• Please move your bins onto your property to store 
them until the new service starts 

• If you are going away, ask a neighbour or friend to 
bring your bins in for you 

• Read the user guide posted through your letterbox 

• Look out for a new collection calendar arriving in 
the post shortly afterwards. 

People in Weymouth and Portland who currently 
have a green bin will keep it to use for recycling from 
October 13th. They will receive a new, smaller black 


wheelie bin for their rubbish. 

All households will use a smaller brown outdoor con¬ 
tainer with a lockable handle and a kitchen caddy for 
food waste. Properties that already have the smaller 
brown container will keep it. 

The existing brown wheelie bins for food waste will 
be removed for recycling. Residents should leave their 
brown wheelie bin out until 6pm on their food waste 
collection day the week beginning October 6th when 
it will be removed. 

Properties that cannot use wheelie bins will receive 
two additional green boxes for recycling and a year’s 
supply of authorised blue sacks for rubbish from Oc¬ 
tober 13th. 

Blue sacks can be placed inside seagull-proof bags.

Celebrating Weymouth's maritime heritage 


A NEW maritime festi¬ 
val, Waterfest Wey¬ 
mouth, will be held this 
weekend on September 
6th-7th. 

The event, from 11am- 
6pm on Saturday and 
from 11 am-5pm on Sun¬ 
day, will celebrate 
Dorset’s maritime her¬ 
itage and provide a plat¬ 
form for local marine 
related businesses to 
showcase their products 
and services. 

The main festival site 
will be around Wey¬ 
mouth’s historic old har¬ 
bour where the quayside 
will be divided up into 
specialist areas focussing 
on sailing, underwater 
exploration and tradi¬ 
tional maritime crafts 
from boat building to 
lobster pot making. 

This will be comple¬ 
mented by a wide range 
of food, shanty music 
and a rolling programme 
of entertainment both on¬ 
shore and afloat. 

Waterfest starts on Fri¬ 
day, September 5th, with 
a VIP reception to wel¬ 
come the Tall Ship, Le 
Marite, when the Mayor, 
local dignitaries and 
event sponsors will enjoy 
a performance of shanty 
and maritime music by 
two local bands, Finn 
McGurk and Dorset 
Wrecks. 

The full programme 
starts on Saturday when 
visitors can step aboard 
Le Marite', Gipsy Moth 
IV, the Navy training 
vessels and the underwa¬ 


ter explorer, “Coastal 
Guardian” while there 
will be gig races from 
Weymouth Gig Rowing 
Club and flyboarding 
demonstrations. 

The Sea Cadets will 
stage rigging competi¬ 
tions and there will be 
demonstrations of tradi¬ 
tional boat building s kill s 
by the Boat Building 
Academy. 

On Trinity Road there 
will be nearly 20 stalls 
selling everything from 
crab and mussels to lob¬ 
ster so visitors can enjoy 
a dish of local seafood 
while watching the line 
up on the music stage in¬ 
cluding Portland’s Island 
Voices, the Exmouth 
Shanty Men and Wey¬ 
mouth’s own Preventy- 
men with Finn McGurk. 

For younger visitors 
there will be a “Dress 
like a Pirate” competi¬ 
tion, which will be 
judged by the event’s 
own Captain Jack Spar¬ 
row with face painting on 
hand to complete the pi¬ 
rate look. 

The famous Gipsy 
Moth IVwhich Sir Fran¬ 
cis Chichester sailed sin¬ 
gle-handed round the 
world will also be in the 
harbour and visitors will 
be able to go on board 
the 54ft ketch. 

Rob Thompson, a 
trustee of the charity car¬ 
ing for the iconic boat 
said: “Everyone con¬ 
nected with the Gipsy 
Moth Trust is very ex¬ 
cited that Gipsy Moth IV 


is going to be one of the 
highlights of this year's 
Weymouth Waterfest. 

“It will give thousands 
of people the opportunity 
to see her at close quar¬ 
ters and to be reminded 
of the two circumnaviga¬ 
tions that she undertook. 


There will also be an op¬ 
portunity to book a sail 
on her in the days follow¬ 
ing the event.” 

Waterfest organiser 
Roger Dalton said: “This 
is set to be a great family 
day with everything from 
spectacular displays to 


fun competitions, tradi¬ 
tional maritime crafts to 
seafood and shanty 
music. It will also show¬ 
case many of our local 
maritime charities like 
the Sea Cadets, Wey¬ 
mouth Gig Club and 
Wreck to Reef project as 


well as seeing displays 
by the National Sailing 
Academy. All this has 
been possible because of 
the support from our 
sponsors Weymouth BID 
Ltd, Weymouth Sealife 
Park and Dream Cot¬ 
tages.”

Travel incentive funding 
offered up to businesses 


LOCAL businesses are being offered another 
chance to apply for a new travel grant from Dorset 
County Council with up to £3,000 available per ap¬ 
plication. 

The scheme is designed to help firms start incen¬ 
tives that encourage more people to walk, cycle or 
use public transport on the journey to work. 

As well as boosting the local economy and help¬ 
ing to tackle road congestion, the initiative also aims 
to boost the health and wellbeing of staff. 

Businesses in Weymouth, Portland and Dorchester 
can apply for up to £3,000 in match funding towards 
the introduction of cycle parking, lockers, showers 
or changing facilities, signage, pool bikes and more. 

A number of applications were submitted in the 
last round with the council awarding around 
£30,000 across those businesses. 

County Cabinet environment spokesman Council¬ 
lor Peter Finney said: “We are delighted to be able 
to help local businesses improve their facilities and 
help their staff travel more sustainably. 

“By encouraging employees to walk or run or 
cycle to work you are likely to see a significant re¬ 


duction in sick days and increased productivity.” 

One organisation which benefited from the grant 
scheme is Futurum Renewable Energy Systems in 
Poundbury. The renewable energy firm has installed 
a vehicle electric charging point at its main office 
in Parkway Farm Business Centre, Poundbury. 

Sales and marketing manager Mark Blunden said: 
“The council’s grant scheme is a great way to help 
local businesses improve things for their staff and 
customers. 

“Having an electric charging point makes it easier 
for our staff, customers and business clients to use 
an alternative travel option rather than a conven¬ 
tional car.” 

This investment in businesses has been made pos¬ 
sible through the council’s £2.4million Local Sus¬ 
tainable Transport Fund (LSTF) and £12million 
Three Towns Travel grant from the Department for 
Transport.

Role of war pigeons honoured 


A HUGE flock of pigeons was re¬ 
leased at Portland Heights to com¬ 
memorate the role of the bird in 
two world wars. 

The event also included the un¬ 
veiling of a stone pigeon plague of 
Paddy, a pigeon which won the 
Dickens Medal recognised as the 
bird equivalent of the Victoria 
Cross, for his role in the D-Day 
landings of World War II. 

Plaque carver Neville Walbridge 
said: “Paddy flew from Normandy 
to the Solent in less than five hours 
carrying a secret D-Day message. 

“I used Portland stone for the 
carving which will now be taken to 
France and presented to the Mayor 
of Caratan where Paddy set off 
from. 

“We sent the plaque on its way 
by releasing more than 4,200 pi¬ 
geons at the Heights which then 
flew back to Northern England.” 

Portland Mayor Robert Hughes 
said: “I think it is fabulous, won¬ 
derful, and it was an honour to take 
part in this. 

“What great history for Portland 
to be part of. Pigeons were one of 
the unsung heroes of two world 
wars.” 

The pigeons were released by the 
Midlands National Flying Club 
whose spokesman Mike Lakin 
said: “It was a big day for raising 
the profile of the pigeon sport and 
to make people not old enough to 
remember the wars more aware of 
the role pigeons played in them.”

Lasting impressions 

JUST come back from Weymouth Railway Station 
where a group of four men were slumped on the 
forecourt steps drinking cans of beer. 

There were a few more “emergency rations” in 
plastic bags by their side and the cares of the day 
were clearly well on their way to being out of focus. 

Just a couple of things to point out. 

The first is that all four of them were getting plas¬ 
tered within ten feet of a large sign saying that 
drinking alcohol in this area was prohibited...and 
the second was that it was barely 8am! 

Their position on the main steps away from the 
vehicle drop-off point meant anyone popping in for 
tickets or information had to literally clamber their 
way through this sozzled human chicane which it¬ 
self begs two questions. 

Why weren’t these drunks being moved on by 
railway staff and, if such action was not deemed to 
be their job, why didn’t they call police in to move 
them on? 

Police views on such people cannot be misunder¬ 
stood because officers have just publicly declared 
the success of a two-week clampdown on drinking 
in public and anti-social behaviour. 

The final nail in the coffin of action came from 
the looks on the faces of two holidaying families 
catching an early train home. I wonder what they’ll 
be talking about as their last impression of Wey¬ 
mouth! 


Survey is great but what will actually be done? 


WELL, well, well! So the final stage of 
an official evaluation of Weymouth’s 
controversial new transport system is to 
be carried out this autumn, is it? 

That alone shows how hopelessly out 
of touch with the situation those in au¬ 
thority are since the new system was ac¬ 
tually brought in as part of hosting the 
Olympic Games which was a summer 
event! 

That chaos is unlikely to be mirrored 
in the autumn when the bulk of tourists 
and almost all those down here during 
the school holidays have long since gone 
home. 

But you have to admire this master 
stroke while hopefully maintaining a 
healthy dollop of scepticism about what 
will actually be done to the system once 
the survey by independent experts is 
completed and they make their recom¬ 
mendations on possible solutions. 

Top of that long list will be - if they 
have the sense God gave an ant - the 
scrapping of dual entry and exit lanes to 
the new traffic light junctions which 
even police are worried about because of 


concerns it has created “a racetrack men¬ 
tality” among drivers determined to get 
to the far side of the junction before fel¬ 
low motorists. 

Don’t forget. All this massive motoring 
muddle has already cost £9.3million and 
that’s before work is carried out on try¬ 
ing to improve it. 

Among immensely annoying scenarios 
this stupid intelligent transport system 
has provoked is one at the bottom of Ab- 
botsbury Road where lights now control 
the entrance to Swannery Bridge and the 
flow of traffic from Weymouth Way and 
Westwey Road. 

Serious problems are caused by drivers 
exiting Westwey Road determined to 
force their way on to Swannery Bridge 
because they rush to beat the lights 
changing to red and end up stranded out 
in no-man’s-land. 

That means drivers trying to leave Ab- 
botsbury Road and drive over to the 
bridge have nowhere to go, sometimes 
taking five or more light changes to get 
across when they should manage it in 
one. 


Lrustration breeds frustration and in the 
past week I’ve seen drivers do U-tums 
on the junction and U-tums from the exit 
lane round the lights and back up the 
entry lane while one poor soul ended up 
parked on the junction because he could¬ 
n’t go backwards, forwards or sideways! 

We are told that the independent audi¬ 
tors evaluating the system will take into 


account “all road users, not just mo¬ 
torists” to ensure that the transport plan 
is “fit for purpose”. 

Perhaps it might have been a good idea 
to do all this before the original system 
was foisted on us two long suffering 
years ago! 

And I’m not holding my breath that 
they’ll get it right now.

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The Knicker Lady returns home 


KNICKERS have catapulted a former Weymouth 
vicar’s wife to stardom. 

Rosemary Hawthorne is bringing her two-act, one 
woman show The Knicker Lady to the Pavilion on 
September 5th from 7.30pm. 

Back in the 1980s her husband, John, was Team 
Rector of Preston and they lived at The Rectory in 
Sutton Road. It was there that Knickers was born. 

Rosemary wrote the book, which was published 
while they still lived there, with early copies being 
sold as part of the fundraising effort for the building 
of Littlemoor Church. 

Tens of thousands of copies, and many edi¬ 
tions later, “Knickers: An Initimate Re-Ap¬ 
praisal” is still selling worldwide from 
Russia to Brazil, having been trans¬ 
lated into many languages. 

The Knicker Lady tours the¬ 
atres across the UK and the couple’s 
youngest daughter, Phoebe, who started her 
school life at St Andrew’s, Preston, is now 
a director and has children of her own. 

John moved from 
Preston to Tetbury 
where he was vicar 
for 14 years before 
retiring - the Prince 
of Wales was one of his 
parishioners - and he now 
manages Rosemary. 

He said: “The last time 
Rosemary was at the Pavilion 
was when she directed The 
Importance of Being Ernest 
there. It will be fun to return.” 

Rosemary is a classically trained 
actress, and a scholar of the Royal Acad¬ 
emy of Dramatic Art (RADA). In addition 
to being a RADA medallist, she was also 
awarded the coveted Costume Prize, 
which is where it all began. 


Between changing nappies, cooking and generally 
being a mother, Rosemary cultivated her passion for 
old clothes of the past centuries and their sociologi¬ 
cal link with women’s lives. She became a respected 
and well-known fashion historian with her own pri¬ 
vate collection. 

With little being documented about the history of 
underwear, Rosemary emerged as a leading author¬ 
ity. 

Her first book, “Knickers: An Intimate Appraisal”, 
was a huge success and became the gospel on every¬ 
thing from pantaloons and pantalettes to divided 
drawers, bloomers and beyond. Seven other 
books quickly followed. 

Armed with The Rosemary Hawthorne 
Collection of genuine, historical 
bloomers, bras, drawers and a large 
helping of wit, Rosemary’s reputa¬ 
tion quickly grew and “The Knicker 
Lady” show was born.

OFFICERS in Weymouth are ap¬ 
pealing for witnesses and anyone 
with information to come forward 
after offenders stole cash from 
shops in Weymouth and Winter¬ 
bourne Abbas, in a number of sepa¬ 
rate incidents - with a CCTV image 
being released. 

Three incidents happened some 
time between 8pm and 8.30pm on 
Friday, August 1st at Londis on 
Westham Road, the Rock and Fudge 
shop on The Esplanade and at Tesco 
Express on Dorchester Road. 

Two further incidents happened 
some time between 7pm and 8pm 
on Saturday, August 2nd at the Post 
Office on Chickerell Road and at 
Bride Valley Motors in Winter¬ 
bourne Abbas. 

The offenders have been identified 
as a group of three men and one 
woman, working together and sepa¬ 
rately, who use confusion tactics to 
steal cash from the shops. 

They enter the shop and ask a 
member of staff to change £200 
worth of £20 notes for £200 in £10 
or £5 notes. When they are given the 
money in the new denomination, 
they remove some of the notes by 
sleight of hand then tell the shop 
staff they have changed their minds 
and would like the original £200 
back. They are given the full 
amount in £20 notes for the bundle 
of £10 or £5 notes, not realising 
some money has been taken out. 

Police Constable Julian Dingle, of 
Weymouth police, said: “Each 
crime follows the same pattern. Al¬ 
though the individual offenders 
vary, we believe they are working 


together. 

“After making enquiries, I am 
now in a position to release a CCTV 
image of all the suspects. 

“I urge anyone who recognises 
any of the people pictured to come 
forward. 

“Anyone with information regard¬ 
ing this scam or the offenders in¬ 
volved is asked to speak with the 
police in confidence. 


“I urge all shop staff to be vigilant 
and not to change large amounts of 
cash into different denominations. 
Anyone who has concerns about 
suspicious behaviour should call 
101 .” 

No arrests have been made. 

Witnesses and anyone with infor¬ 
mation should call Dorset Police in 
confidence on 101, quoting crime

These have been made into podcasts 
and can be accessed on the internet, 
with the recordings being presented to 
the Dorset History Centre on Friday, 
September 5th. 

This recorded research - along with in¬ 
formation found by researcher, Jane 
Mongini - became the heart of the play. 

Playwright, Stephanie Dale then had 
the job interweaving these stories into a 
brand new piece of theatre. 

Jane McKell said: “This play is the re¬ 
sult of an exciting mixture of mostly 
verbatim theatre and thoroughly re¬ 


searched invention dusted with the di¬ 
rector’s and cast’s creative vision. 

“Playwright Stephanie Dale told me 
the interviews we had done were like 
‘gold-dust’ from remarkably truthful, 
communicative people with affecting 
stories making her writing a mixture of 
joy and tears.” 

It was Jane’s vision some three years 
ago - as AsOne Theatre Company’s 
Artistic Director - to tour a commemo¬ 
rative piece marking the Great War an¬ 
niversary and present Afghanistan 
conflict withdrawal of our troops, and 
she will be the only female actor in the 
piece. 


She said: “I shall be playing the 
mother characters. The play at its heart 
is about the effect of war on families. 
Researching this play has been a privi¬ 
lege and we have learned so much. I 
hope to see people leaving the theatre 
buzzing as I have been with questions 
and thoughts.” 

The 30 strong cast have come from all 
over England to join the production. 

Steve Rollins, an actor and musician 
from Bournemouth will join Dorset’s 
much loved Tim Faycock, who is also 
“Passion’s” commissioned composer 
and musical director, as well as per¬ 
former.

These new self-assessments are undertaken 
by teams of NHS and private/independent 
health care providers, and include at least 50 
per cent members of the public (known as pa¬ 
tient assessors). They focus on the environ¬ 


ment in which care is provided, as well as 
supporting non-clinical services such as 
cleanliness, food, hydration, and the extent to 
which the provision of care with privacy and 
dignity is supported.

• Cleanliness - DCH 98.52 per cent (na¬ 
tional average 97.25 per cent) 

• Food and hydration - DCH 89.66 per cent

• Privacy, dignity and wellbeing - DCH 
92.07 per cent (national average 87.73 per 
cent) 

• Condition, appearance and maintenance - 
DCH 96.48 per cent (average 91.97 per cent) 

The hospital’s Director of Nursing, Alison 


Tong, said these results reflected the ongoing 
hard work of all staff to maintain standards. 

She said: “The PLACE assessments are 
critical to understanding the environment, nu¬ 
tritional standards and cleanliness of the hos¬ 
pital from a patient perspective. 

“We take the feedback exceptionally seri¬ 
ously and are very pleased on two levels - 
firstly that we have improved upon our own 
scores from last year and secondly that we 
have achieved higher than the national aver¬ 
age in all four categories. 

“The people who have made this happen are 
our hardworking and dedicated staff. Without 
their energy and enthusiasm this would not be 
possible, so many thanks to all Dorset County 
Hospital staff.”

A splash of colour in your home 


If you want to make kitchen or bathroom look a bit slicker, 
without too much disruption or cost, fit a splashback be¬ 
hind the hob, sink or basin. 

Splashbacks for hobs or cookers are typically made of stain¬ 
less steel, tiles or heatproof glass, while splashbacks for 
kitchen sinks and bathroom basins are usually tiled, but 
can be glass. The problem with tiles is that grout can be¬ 
come discoloured over time, so using dark grout makes 
sense in the kitchen, especially in the cooking area. 

Glass splashbacks are available in standard sizes for hobs 
and cookers, but bespoke sizes can be made to order by 
specialist companies. Glass comes in such a large range of 
colours and patterns, it's easy to find something to suit 
your taste. If you want to inject a limited amount of colour 
or pattern into the room, a glass splashback is a good way 
to do it, or you can co-ordinate the colour of the splash¬ 
back with the walls. 

Splashbacks can also be matched to a glass upstand, which 
protects the walls above the rest of the kitchen worktop. 
Upstands often have to be made-to-measure to ensure the 
length is correct and the cut-outs for the sockets, if any, are 
in the right places. 

If you want to create a unique splashback, how about using 
wallpaper? OK, you may think wallpaper's not suitable for 
kitchens and bathrooms, but vinyl ones are designed spe¬ 
cially for these rooms. Conventional wallpaper can often 
be used too - the important thing is to protect it with a 
clear glass panel, such as the good value Laminate Glass 
Clear Splashback (£40, B&Q), or a clear acrylic panel away 
from the hob or cooker. Provided they're fitted and sealed 
properly, these panels work well because the wallpaper's 
sealed in, so moisture, cooking splashes, dust and dirt can't 


get to it. 

To finish off, stick low-tack masking tape along the top of 
the skirting boards and the edge of the doorframe (where 
it meets the wall), and paint above the skirting and around 
the doorframe in the emulsion you used on the rest of the 
walls. Carefully remove the tape when the last coat of 
emulsion has started to dry. You should get a clean edge 
between the woodwork and walls and if a little emulsion 
bleeds under the tape, you can usually sort this out easily 
because the paint's still fresh.

IF COOKING is the new rock and roll then Mark Hix is its Keith Richards, an honest, 
unpretentious, slightly-shy hero of the art who has brilliantly mastered the 
complexity of simplicity by bringing it down to food's essential riff - great taste. 


There’s more than a bit of Keef to Mark; 
quiet, laconic, tousled, charmingly-un- 
shaven but friendly and focused, the real 
thing who, like the legendary Rolling Stone, 
just quietly does it best and avoids the 
showbizzy limelight which has seduced 
other chefs to show off for the TV cameras. 

It is little surprise then that Mark should be 
the lynchpin of Lyme’s No 1 food event of 
the year, the appropriately-titled Food 
Rocks festival, which brings thousands to 
the town for the weekend of September 6th 
& 7th. 

Although he originally hails from our great 
rival, Bridport, Mark has been one of Lyme’s

include British cheese, how to dress a crab, 
pairing beer and food, and oysters of the 
British Isles. 

Food Rocks is all for charity, for the good of 
Lyme and the greatness of regional cuisine 
and, with Hix at the helm, it is guaranteed to 
be all in the best possible taste; the food 
event of the year and not to be missed.

BROWN birthmarks are caused by an excess of 
melanin, the skin's naural tanning pigment, caus¬ 
ing, for example, 'cafe-au-lait' birthmarks.

Red birthmarks, such as 'port-wine stains' are 
caused by an excess of blood vessels near the skin 
surface, varying from pale pink to purple. Other 
blood vessel problems sometimes occur in the form 
of unsightly 'thread/'spider' veins and 'blood spots' 
(haemangiomas).
